This, therefore, 
will be tho second of such series* 



8, At tho l6 October lp?S meeting with KIBITZ-15, we arranged to 
meet at the 01m safehouse at 1100 hoars, 23 October. Because of the neces- 
sity for soring oat of the trim safe house, this meeting was cancelled and 
word was seat to EXBZXA»l5 through KIBITZ-1$0, that the meeting would be 
changed to the Vntersehondorf saf chouse, same day, same tins, fso hears 
after KIBITZ-25 was doe at UnterechoasSorf, ha called from Ula saying that 
he had bad ear trouble and that no one had answered the phone at Hja,
